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Colleges shut down to limit spread of COVID-19

to move off campus. This 
comes in response to 
COVID-19, as_ schools 
work to limit the virus’ 
spread. 


Social Distancing is the new normal . . .

TEWKSBURY — Dur- 
ing a phone call on Tues- 
day with Tewksbury’s 
Health Director and the 
Town Crier, several issues 
that the department is 
dealing with in the wake 
of the coronavirus pan- 
demic were discussed. 

Information is changing 
multiple times per day, 
and the town is working 
quickly to keep pace. Ac- 
cording to Susan Sawyer, 
for a period of time, con- 
trol of issues surrounding 
social distancing were left 


Students within both the 
Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton communities find 
themselves unexpectedly 
displaced, ending their 
semester, and for seniors, 
their entire college expe- 
rience _social-distancing 
from home. 

College closures in Mas- 
sachusetts were kicked 
off by Amherst College 
on March 9 urging stu- 
dents not to return to 
campus after spring 
break, as classes would 
occur online until further 


at the local level, but that 
all changed when Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker gave 
the directive on March 15 
that all bars and restau- 
rants must move to a 
take-out operation or 
close, and banned gather- 
ings of 25 people or more. 

Sawyer said that her 
department has been on 
conference calls with the 
Department of Educa- 
tion and the State Health 
Commissioner in an at- 
tempt to discern how far 
reaching the measures 
are intended. 

“There are many gray 
areas,” Sawyer said. 

For example, as of this 


notice. Harvard Univer- 
sity led the effort in Bos- 
ton, announcing on Tues- 
day March 10 that all re- 
maining classes for the 
semester would be moved 
online, and students 
would be required to 
move off campus. 

Several other schools in 
the city, such as Suffolk 
University, MIT, Berklee 
College of Music, Boston 
College, and Emerson 
College, announced simi- 
lar plans shortly there- 
after. 


writing, gyms and hair 
salons are not included, 
nor are daycare facili- 
ties. That may change by 
the time the paper goes 
to press, but Sawyer said 
she is receiving calls 
from the community with 
all kinds of questions. 

“We are happy to be 
busy and want to keep 
people informed and safe, 
but people have to use 
common sense and social 
distancing is the number 
one way to keep trans- 
mission down,” she said, 
echoing the recommen- 
dations of the Centers for 
Disease Control. 

Sawyer has reached out 


Although the majority 
of the schools share the 
same basic plans in mov- 
ing classes online at least 
for the next few weeks, 
the specifics vary from 
school to school. 

For example, some 
schools, such as Assump- 
tion College in Worcester, 
and Bridgewater State 
University have not per- 
manently transitioned to 
online learning or have 
required students to move 
out at this time; they cur- 
rently plan on resuming 


to the Merrimack Valley 
Reserve Corps to answer 
phones if needed. The 
Board of Health is work- 
ing with all other depart- 
ments in the town, and 
on Monday, March 16, 
closed all town offices to 
the general public. The 
town has a list of ways 
that residents can access 
services via telephone or 
online, and these meas- 
ures are a way to keep 
people safe and not ex- 
posed to others who may 
unwittingly be carrying 
the virus. 

Sawyer said that the 
town departments are 
meeting every day to dis- 


on-campus classes at the 
beginning of April. 

Other schools, such as 
Emerson College, gave 
students the option to 
decide whether or not to 
remain in their on-cam- 
pus housing for the re- 
mainder of the semester. 
However, Emerson later 
decided it was in stu- 
dents’ best interests to 
move off campus, requir- 
ing all to move out by 
March 21, unless permit-

cuss events as they un- 
fold. However, the last 
group meeting was held 
on Monday in the large 
meeting hall, with every- 
one keeping their dis- 
tance. Meetings have now 
moved to teleconference, 
even within the same 
building. The health de- 
partment, for its part, is 
suspending services to 
what is just considered 
essential. 

“We have a COOP plan, 
Continuity of Operations 
Plan,” said Sawyer, “and 
are able to answer ques- 
tions for businesses as

TEWKSBURY/WILM- 
INGTON — The coron- 
avirus epidemic has 
swept the nation and 
caused the closure of 
Catholic churches, Disney 
Parks, restaurants, bars, 
and schools. In communi- 
ties like Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, students and 
faculty are experiencing 
many changes to their 
school year. 

Tewksbury and Wilmin- 
gton are being closed un- 
til April 6. 

One student from Tewk- 
sbury, who wishes to re- 


main anonymous, and 
Sarah Cheney, a senior at 
Wilmington High School, 
offered insight on how 
the student life at Tewks- 
bury Memorial High 
School and WHS has been 
impacted. 

When asked how the 
pandemic began to affect 
their school communities 
as a student, Cheney ela- 
borated on gossip and 
talk and how it, much like 
the virus, spreads fast. 

“Word of the corona- 
virus reached me as a stu- 
dent pretty early, as it 
quickly became a topic of 
conversation in classes. 
We talked about the statis- 


tics of it in chem and 
math class because of its 
relevance to those sub- 
jects, and joked about it 
at lunch. It was when the 
topic crept into my chorus 
class that I realized just 
how much the talk had 
taken over the school.” 

The student from Tewks- 
bury had a more personal 
experience with COVID- 
19: 

“The coronavirus began 
to affect me before I went 
on a February vacation 
trip and increased the 
second I got home from 
my trip.” 

How the pandemic has 
affected the school com- 


munities has evolved as 
more restrictions and 
guidelines are imposed. 
Cheney reflected on how 
COVID-19 has grown be- 
fore her eyes. 

“The coronavirus has 
become more and more 
real. What started as a 
concept to us has mor- 
phed into something con- 
cerning enough to shut 
down school.” 

The TMHS student re- 
called their time out of 
school before the state- 
wide shut down: 

“The epidemic has only 
really affected me as I 
was forced to self-quar- 
antine and caused me to 


miss lots of school work.” 

In addition to lengthy 
school cancellations, many 
extracurricular events 
have been cancelled due 
to COVID-19. Cheney lists: 

“Wilmington High School 
has cancelled Spring Fling, 
The WHS Talent Show, the 
March-A-Pella a capella 
show, the Culture Festival, 
the Pops Concert, and the 
April vacation trip to Eu- 
rope. We have heard no 
word on prom, but we are 
worried.”

WILMINGTON — The 
Town of Wilmington has 
authorized the establish- 
ment of the Town Schol- 
arship Fund Committee. 
Through the municipal tax 
bills, taxpayers can volun- 
tarily pledge an amount to 
the scholarship fund.

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After slaying his wife and twin daughters, 
Pearson confessed to an earlier murder

When Martha Pearson’s 
husband slipped into her 
bed on the night of April 
10, 1849, she had no idea 
he was a murderer. 

She had returned to the 
Pearson home on Andover 
Street with her two daugh- 
ters 10 days earlier. She 
had been living in Boston, 
away from her husband, 
Daniel, working as a do- 
mestic. He had also been 
in Boston, working in a 
stable, though the couple 
had been apart for some 
time. Martha Pearson had 
filed papers to end their 
stormy marriage. 

Daniel Pearson arrived 
at the Wilmington depot 
on Tuesday afternoon, 
April 10. He made his way 
to their home, some four 
miles away, a half mile 
from the Andover line. 
And then he waited. 

His father was in the 
house, visiting with Mar- 
tha and the girls, four- 
year-old twins. After his 
father left, about 9 p.m., 
he waited until Martha 


had gone to bed. The door 
was locked, so he opened a 
window and slipped in. As 
he climbed into bed, he put 
a knife under the pillow. 

On the morning of April 
li, 1849, neighbors knew 
there was something 
wrong. It was 10 a.m. and 
the curtains were still 
drawn. The girls had not 
come outside to play, and 
nobody had seen their 
mother. Several people 
gathered outside the house, 
fearing the worst. How- 
ever, nobody dared enter. 

That is, until Jimmy Hale 
came up the road. He 
opened a back window and 
stepped inside. There in 
the bedroom, he found the 
bodies of Martha Pearson 
and her twin daughters, 
Lydia Jane and Sarah 
Ann, four years old, their 
throats cut. There was a 
shoe knife in Mrs. Pear- 
son’s hand, placed there 
as if to make the killing 
appear as a suicide. 

Abiel Carter, local con- 
stable, found footprints in 
the sand nearby, with a 
peculiar cut in the sole of 


one shoe. The tracks led 
to the Wilmington rail- 
road depot. At the time, 
there was no depot in 
North Wilmington. 

Selectman Lemuel Cobb 
Eames learned Daniel 
Pearson had been employ- 
ed at a livery stable in 
Boston. He took the train 
to Boston, found Pearson, 
and implored him to ac- 
company him to Wilming- 
ton to help with the inves- 
tigation of the murders. 
Pearson consented. 

When he and Eames 
alighted from the train, 
Eames had a constable 
waiting for them, and 
Pearson was put in hand- 
cuffs. 

He said to Eames, Lem, 
if ’'d known what you 
were doing, you’d have 
never left Boston. 

Capt. Larz Neilson had 
written that Pearson’s ar- 
rest took place some time 
after the murders, but that 
was probably based on 
Pearson’s alibi claim that 
he’d been in Providence. 
Newspaper reports, though, 
show that he was arrested 


on Thursday, the second 
day after the murders. 

The Boston Transcript on 
Saturday, Apr. 14, 1849 re- 
ported that Pearson was 
arraigned in Reading on 
Friday before Justice Al- 
fred A. Prescott. He was 
indicted and held for trial. 
The article also had a clue 
to Pearson’s identity, say- 
ing that his father, Na- 
than, testified that he had 
been at the house on 
Tuesday night, and that 
all was well up to 9 p.m. 

Abiel Holden, the station 
master, testified he had 
seen Pearson with scrat- 
ches on his face and blood 
on his shirt sleeves. 

Capt. Larz Neilson wrote 
that Pearson’s birth was 
not in the Wilmington 
records. It is there, but 
only giving the father’s 
name, Nathan. His moth- 
er is not listed, nor is the 
date of birth. However, 
Lydia Pearson, wife of 
Nathan, died on Oct. 20, 
1847, at age 57, six months 
and 11 days. That informa- 
tion provides strong clues 
to her identity. 


The only birth in Wil- 
mington for anyone named 
Lydia about 1790 was Lydia 
Buck. The year doesn’t 
quite match, but a 4 could 
have been read incorrectly 
as a7. The month and day 
are exact, April 10, 1793. 

Martha Pearson’s maid- 
en name was Martha B. 
Foster, formerly of Town- 
send, according to the 
Boston Daily Mail of April 
16, 1849. There was also a 
daughter, Melissa, 13. 

Daniel Pearson was 
tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death in 1850. 
The execution was carried 
out on July 26, 1850 in the 
East Cambridge jail. The 
Boston Post had a lengthy 
story about Pearson’s last 
few days. At first, he seem- 
ed confused, but then con- 
fessed to the murders, 
though he refused to say 
why he did it. He was vis- 
ited by his daughter, ac- 
companied by her mater- 
nal grandfather. 

As he approached the 
gallows, he held a Bible 
and was encouraging peo- 
ple to go to church. 

Pearson was buried in 
Wilmington in an unmark- 
ed grave at the entrance 
to Wildwood Cemetery. 

Four months before his 
execution, he had trans- 
ferred ownership of the 
house to his attorneys, 


Benjamin F. Butler and 
Josiah G. Abbott. Butler 
then conveyed his half to 
Abbott, who then sold it. 
The property transferred 
again and again in the 
next decade, but was usu- 
ally vacant. 

In 1885, Butler wrote a 
letter to the Boston Globe 
revealing that Pearson, 
while awaiting his execu- 
tion, had confessed to a 
murder in Manchester, 
N.H. four years earlier. 

Jonas L. Parker was a 
tavern owner and tax col- 
lector. He had gone to 
Saco, Maine with a large 
sum of money, to see about 
buying a hotel from Hor- 
ace Wentworth. There was 
no deal. 

However, after Parker 
was found with his throat 
slit, Wentworth was char- 
ged with complicity in the 
murder. Butler represent- 
ed him. Franklin Pierce, 
later the President, defen- 
ded other members of the 
Wentworth family. They 
were acquitted. 

Butler wrote that he had 
never felt a need to talk 
about this as he believed 
there was nobody so fool- 
ish now as to believe that 
the Wentworths had any- 
thing to do with the mur- 
der. He wrote the letter at 
the request of Dr. Horace 
Wentworth.

To limit spread of coronavirus (COVID-19) 
State issues policies and procedures restricting 
visitors to nursing homes and rest homes 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration re- 
leased policies restricting 
visitors to nursing homes 
and rest homes in order to 
protect older adults at 
higher risk for Corona- 
virus (COVID-19) and oth- 
er respiratory _ illness. 
Health and Human Ser- 
vices Secretary Marylou 
Sudders, Department of 
Public Health Commis- 
sioner Monica Bharel and 
their teams reviewed the 
guidance with long term 
care facility operators via 
teleconference. 

This action follows Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker’s Tues- 
day declaration of 
a State of Emergency in 
Massachusetts that was 
ratified by the Public 
Health Council earlier 
today granting the Com- 
missioner of Public Health 
with the authority to im- 
plement the Governor’s 
State of Emergency. 

With this authority, the 
Commissioner of Public 
Health issued an order 
requiring all facilities — 
nursing and rest homes — 
to actively screen all visi- 
tors and to take measures 
to restrict visitors under 
certain circumstances. 

“Everyone has a role to 
play to mitigate the spread 
of the Coronavirus out- 
break in Massachusetts, 
and it’s particularly im- 
portant that we take pre- 
cautions to keep older 
adults and those with 
health conditions safe,” 
said Governor Charlie Ba- 
ker. “This new guidance for 
long-term care facilities is 
critical to protecting older 
adults from COVID-19 and 
we appreciate the public’s 
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willingness to observe 
these important rules for 
the foreseeable future.” 

“Today’s actions are be- 
ing taken to protect older 
adults that are particular- 
ly vulnerable to coron- 
avirus and other respirato- 
ry diseases, as we have 
seen as its spread across 
the world, including the 
United States,” said Sec- 
retary Marylou Sudders. 
“Massachusetts, as we all 
know has an aging popula- 
tion — with 20 percent of 
residents being over 60 — 
and so we needed to act to 
protect our older resi- 
dents, especially those in 
long term care facilities.” 

“Our goal at DPH is to 
protect the health and well- 
being of all Massachusetts 
residents, especially those 
at highest risk for COVID- 
19,” said Commissioner 
Monica Bharel, MD, MPH. 
“We will continue to update 
our guidance as this out- 
break evolves.” 

This guidance outlines 
how these facilities should 
protect older adult resi- 
dents, who are at higher 
risk for Coronavirus. The 
guidance includes the fol- 
lowing restrictions: 

e Banning visitors who 
show signs or symptoms of 
a respiratory infection 
(fever, cough, shortness of 
breath, or sore throat) 

¢ Visitors will be prohib- 
ited if in the last 14 days 
they had contact with 
someone with a confirmed 


diagnosis of COVID-19, are » 


under investigation for 
COVID-19 or has been sick 

¢ Visitors will be prohib- 
ited if they have travelled 
internationally in the last 
14 days or are residing in a 


community where commu- 
nity-based spread _ of 
COVID-19 is occurring 

e Visitors will not be al- 
lowed to visit long term 
care facilities if they cur- 
rently feel sick or exhibit 
symptoms 

In addition to specific 
recommendations for long 
term care facilities, the 
administration updated its 
guidance to the general 
public, specifically urging 
older adults and those with 
health issues to avoid large 
crowds and events. 
Individuals who live in 
households with vulnera- 
ble people, like elderly pa- 
rents, should also consider 
avoiding crowds to miti- 
gate risk. 

This guidance is posted 
on the Department of Pub- 
lic Health’s website, www. 
mass.gov/2019coronavirus. 

The public is reminded of 
steps to take to limit the 
spread of COVID-19: 

e Cover your mouth — 
when you cough or sneeze 
use a tissue or your inner 
elbow, not your hands 

e Wash your hands — 
with soap and warm water 
or use an alcohol-based 
sanitizing gel 

e Stay home if you are 
sick — and avoid close 
contact with others 

The administration will 
continue to update the pub- 
lic on further developments 
and individuals are encour- 
aged to consult both the 
Department of Public 
Health and the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention websites for the 
most up to date informa- 
tion.

How to properly display 
the American flag 


To the editor, 

Just a friendly reminder 
how to properly display 
our United States of Am- 
erica Flag: 

Display flag from sunrise 
to sunset on buildings and 
stationary flagstaffs in the 
open. When a patriotic ef- 
fect is desired the flag 
may be displayed 24-hours 
a day if properly illuminat- 
ed during the hours of 
darkness. 

When placed on a single 
staff or lanyard, place the 
U.S. Flag above all other 
flags. 

When flags are displayed 
in a row, the U.S. flag goes 
to the observer’s left. Flags 
of other nations are flown 
at same height. State and 
local flags are traditionally 
flown lower. 

When used during a mar- 
ching ceremony or parade 
with other flags, the U.S. 
Flag will be to the observ- 
er’s left. 

On special days, the flag 
may be flown at half-staff. 
On Memorial Day it is 
flown at half-staff until 
noon and then raised. 

When flown at half-staff, 
should be first hoisted to 
the peak for an instant and 
then lowered to the half- 
staff position. The flag 
should be again raised to 
the peak before it is low- 
ered for the day. By “half- 
staff" is meant lowering 
the flag to one-half the dis- 
tance between the top and 
bottom of the staff. 

When the flag is dis- 
played over the middle of 
the street, it should be sus- 
pended vertically with the 
union (blue field of stars)

to the north in an east and 
west street.or to the east in 
a north and south street. 

When placed on a podium 
the flag should be placed 
on the speaker’s right or 
the staging area. Other 
flags should be placed to 
the left. 

When displayed either 
horizontally or vertically 
against a wall (or other flat 
surface), the union (blue 
field of stars) should be up- 
permost and to the flag's 
own right, that is, to the 
observer's left. 

When displayed in a win- 
dow it should be displayed 
in the same way — with 
the union or blue field to 
the left of the observer in 
the street. 

When the flag is displayed 
on a car, the staff shall be 
fixed firmly to the chassis 
or clamped to the right 
fender. 

When the flag is used to 
cover a casket, it should be 
so placed that the union is 
at the head and over the left 
shoulder. The flag should 
not be lowered into the 
grave or allowed to touch 
the ground. Also please 
take down your flag if it has 
become old, faded and tat- 
tered.

Legal strategies for unsettling times 


To the editor, 

The threat of Corona- 
virus has caused tremen- 
dous anxiety for seniors 
and their loved ones. In the 
last few weeks, media pun- 
dits have recommended 
countless “to do” lists on 
how to prepare. Unfortu- 
nately, one vital planning 
strategy is rarely included 
on those “to do” lists. That 
strategy is to get your le- 
gal affairs in order. 

It is especially important 
for seniors to create a 
roadmap for “what if” sce- 
narios in the future, whe- 
ther that may be Corona- 
virus or any other unex- 
pected event. 

If you cannot make your 
own healthcare decisions 
and you have not done 
your legal planning, or the 
planning you have is out- 
dated or inadequate, your 
loved ones will be forced 
to pursue a Probate Court 
Guardianship. Waiting for 
the court to act, however, 
could impact your access 
to medical treatment or 
even your right to partici- 
pate in available drug tri- 
als. Any unusual health 
decisions would require 
special court oversight 
and any objecting family 
member can grind the 
process to a halt. More- 
over, going to court will be 
expensive and stressful for 
your loved ones — why put 
them through that? 

Instead, sign a Health 
Care Proxy while you are 
well. Also, sign a HIPAA 
Authorization and Release 
so your decision makers 
have ready access to your 
medical records and infor- 


mation. 

Consider signing a Living 
Will to clarify your end-of- 
life decision making wish- 
es. This can protect you 
against family members 
who want to overrule the 
Health Care Proxy be- 
cause they think they un- 
derstand your wishes bet- 
ter. 

We set clients up with an 
Emergency Medical ID 
card to carry in their wal- 
let or purse. First respon- 
ders and medical institu- 
tions can easily access 
their Health Care direc- 
tives through the card any 
time of day, anywhere in 
the world. This ensures 
that in an emergency, your 
appointed agent — not a 
stranger — is the person 
calling the shots on your 
behalf. 

You also have to plan 
ahead for the management 
of your financial affairs. 
No one will have authority 
to pay your bills, access 
your IRA or 401(k), or deal 
with your real estate un- 
less you give them clear 
authority to do so in a 
Durable Power of Attorney 
(POA). 

Beware that most POAs 
fail to include all the nec- 
essary authority to shield 
and protect your nest egg 
if you require long-term 
care, or to minimize es- 
tate taxes if you have a 
taxable estate. To get your 
POA done right, be sure 
that your attorney deals 
regularly with asset pro- 
tection planning and/or 
estate tax planning. If you 
have no POA or your POA 
is inadequate, your loved

Effectively immediately, 
visitors are limited to two 
per patient and must be 18 
years or older.

one who is suspected or 
confirmed to have COVID- 
19, please call your health- 
care provider. 

They urge everyone in 
the Greater Lowell com- 
munity to do your part to 
prevent the spread of 
COVID-19 by washing your 
hands often, not touching 
your face, cleaning areas 
at that are frequently 
touched, covering your 
mouth when coughing 
with a tissue or coughing 
into your elbow, and stay- 
ing home if you are sick.

Updated COVID-19 information 
from reps, Senator 


WILMINGTON — Repre- 
sentatives David Robert- 
son, Kenneth Gordon and 
Tram Nguyen, and Sena- 
tors Bruce Tarr and Barry 
Finegold have issued guid- 
ance and updates on the 
ongoing challenges caus- 
ed by the COVID-19 virus. 

“Precautions surround- 
ing this virus will impact 
our daily lives for the fore- 
seeable future,” they said. 
“While the consequences 
will be impactful, for some 
more than others, your 
legislative delegation will 
continue to address these 
issues to help us_ get 
through this crisis in a 
safe and healthy manner, 
but we need everyone to be 
vigilant and help achieve 
that goal.” 

As of March 17, 2020 
some 20 percent of people 
who had been tested for 
the virus received positive 
results. This does not 
mean that 20 percent of 
the population is infected 
— it means 20 percent who 
experienced symptoms or 
were in contact with the 
virus tested positive. 

This is serious enough for 
the Governor, with the leg- 
islature’s support, to order 
that dining and drinking 
on premises at restaurants 
had to cease, temporarily. 
The Governor ordered 
the temporary closure of 
schools, gyms and other 
areas people congregate. 

The delegation asks con- 
stituents to do their part. 
Please help combat the 
spread of this virus by lim- 
iting your contacts in pub- 
lic, and disinfecting before 
interacting with anyone 
who is medically compro- 
mised or older as they are 
most at risk. If you are 
young, remember that 
even if you can recover 
from the illness — and 
even recover without feel- 
ing especially sick — you 
will spread this virus to 
others, including the eld- 
erly and vulnerable. 

Please do your part and 
stay six feet from other 
people. Please do not con- 
gregate with more than 25 
healthy people. 

As of this writing, you 
should be aware of the fol- 
lowing changes made by 
the administration that 
may affect you: 

e The MBTA Commuter 
Rail will be operating on a 
reduced schedule to incor- 
porate extra time needed 
for decontamination, as 
are the various subway 
lines. The bus routes and 
subway lines will be oper- 
ating on Saturday sched- 


ules. Route information for 
all forms of transit may be 
found at mbta.com/coron- 
avirus; 

e The administration has 
reached out to laboratories 
and universities to increase 
access to test kits and the 
labs that can analyze those 
tests. We expect the num- 
ber of tests available to re- 
sidents to increase quick- 
ly. While this will likely re- 
sult in an increase in the 
number of positive tests, it 
is important to know what 
the state is facing; 

e Telehealth has been 
expanded and is NOT lim- 
ited to COVID-19 related 
cases, nor is it limited to 
MassHealth or private in- 
surance cases. It includes 
mental health as well as 
physical health appoint- 
ments. Please consult your 
provider. This is extremely 
important. You may not 
have to travel to the doctor 
for certain appointments; 

e The Governor and leg- 
islature have made emer- 
gency loans immediately 
available to small business- 
es (50 employees or less) to 
compensate for lost rev- 
enue and sales. This is not 
limited to restaurants and 
bars, and includes certain 
non-profits. Information is 
available at https://www. 
empoweringsmallbusiness 
.org/; 

¢ Governor Baker has 
filed emergency legislation 
on unemployment cur- 
rently going through the 
Senate. This will waive the 
week waiting requirement 
and expand payments to 
include infection, quaran- 
tine, and loss of work due 
to COVID-19 related rea- 
sons. They are working to 
ease certain other restric- 
tions on benefits, so that 
people who otherwise may 
not have qualified may do 
so now. They will make 
these changes known once 
they occur; 

¢ The Department of Chil- 
dren and Families have be- 
gun operating a 24/7 Care 
and Custody question line 
for those fostering or shel- 
tering children. Families 
with questions about care 
hearings, health insurance, 
and more should contact 
their case worker to find 
out departmental changes; 

¢ Those with expiring 
licenses or learners per- 
mits up until April 30 are 
automatically approved for 
an extension. Vehicle reg- 


istrations are not approv- 


ed for extension however, 
and must be filed elec- 
tronically; 

e Those with family or 


friends in corrections, all 
visits have been suspended. 
Phone calls up to 30 min- 
utes will be allowed by 
inmates to home. Visita- 
tion suspension does not 
apply to lawyers; and 

e Anyone who has trou- 
ble securing necessary me- 
dical equipment, or en- 
counters a shortage at a 
pharmacy when seeking 
equipment for a preexist- 
ing condition should call 
the delegates’ offices and 
report such a shortage. 
The Massachusetts Emer- 
gency Management Agen- 
cy has infrastructure in 
place to help assist indi- 
viduals and pharmacies 
facing shortages of nee- 
dles and other medical 
equipment to those with 
preexisting conditions to 
ensure their health. 

Finally, a word of cau- 
tion. Health care provi- 
ders may be quickly over- 
whelmed by people suffer- 
ing from this virus. If you 
think that you are infected 
you should not go to an 
emergency room unless 
you are in imminent, ex- 
treme danger — such as 
you cannot breathe. If this 
is the case, when you or 
someone calls emergency 
services please let them 
know that you have symp- 
toms consistent with the 
virus. 

If you are developing 
symptoms but are not in 
absolute danger, the first 
call should be to your pri- 
mary care physician. Your 
PCP will consult with the 
state experts and develop 
a treatment plan custom 
to you, while limiting con- 
tact you have with other 
folks and isolating you 
from other diseases, which 
can compound the effects 
of COVID-19. 

Symptoms of the virus 
set in a period ranging 
from two to 14 days, and 
include fever, cough, and 
shortness of breath. In 
more critical cases confu- 
sion, bluish lips, and pain 
and pressure of the chest 
occur. These critical cases 
should be addressed im- 
mediately with a phone 
call to your PCP or other 
medical professional. 

Legislative offices re- 
main open via email and 
phone, and both branches 
have cooperated with the 
Governor in passing legis- 
lation to address both the 
health and economic well- 
being of you. Of course, 
this article will likely leave 
you with questions, so feel 
free to contact them at 
your convenience.

Middlesex Sheriff’s Office takes 
steps to address COVID-19 
health concerns 


(Eds. note: the following 
information comes cour- 
tesy of Middlesex Sheriff 
Peter Koutoujian) 

As we address the evolv- 
ing challenges of the Cor- 
onavirus (COVID-19), we 
want to share information 
regarding the critical 
steps we are taking to 
manage the health and 
safety of all those held at, 
working in and visiting 
the Middlesex Jail & 
House of Correction. 

1. As of 3 p.m. Friday, all 
non-attorney visits were 
suspended pending further 
notice. The decision to sus- 
pend visits was made 
based on current informa- 
tion available to the Mid- 
dlesex Sheriff’s Office. 

2. In an effort to alleviate 
disruptions with visits, 
starting on Saturday, 
March 14, 2020 — and last- 
ing until further notice — 
incarcerated individuals 
will be offered two free 
calls per week with a maxi- 
mum call time of 15 min- 
utes per calls. This is a first 
interim step as we work 
towards offering more call- 
ing opportunities. We are 
also aggressively exploring 
additional possible means 
of communication includ- 
ing video visitation and 
electronic messaging. 

3. In consultation with 
internal and external me- 


dical professionals, we 
have expanded the panel 
of questions we pose to 
those committed to our 
custody. These questions 
— which have been in 
place since March 4 — 
were added to our existing 
medical intake in an effort 
to identify individuals who 
may have symptoms of 
COVID-19 or who may 
have come in contact with 
those with lab confirmed 
cases. We have also imple- 
mented corresponding 
protocols should cases of 
concern arise, including 
notification and coordina- 
tion with the Massachu- 
setts Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

4, We are also strongly 
encouraging attorneys 
wishing to meet with 
clients at the Middlesex 
Jail & House of Correc- 
tion to consider utilizing 
non-contact space. Staff 
will be able to direct at- 
torneys to the appropriate 
locations. 

5. We have worked with 
the courts and other key 
stakeholders to expand 
the use of video confer- 
encing for judicial ap- 
pearances. This will sig- 
nificantly decrease travel 
outside the facility for 
officers and incarcerated 
individuals.

This pause is 
intended to ensure that 
core services remain ac- 
tive while we evaluate 
future steps. 

7. Additionally, we are 
encouraging individuals 
inside the facility to con- 
tinue to follow CDC rec- 
ommended steps for pre- 
venting the spread of the 
virus. This includes fre- 
quently washing hands 
with soap and water for 
at least 20 seconds. 

8. We have also vigor- 
ously enhanced our ef- 
forts to clean and sanitize 
all MSO facilities and 
have increased the avail- 
ability of necessary pro- 
tective equipment and 
sanitizing products. 

“As .this situation evol- 
ves, we remain committed 
to working closely with 
our governmental and 
non-governmental part- 
ners to make certain our 
processes and protocols 
remain sound,” said Mid- 
dlesex Sheriff Peter J.

The general feelings of 
students surrounding the 
transitions tend to be 
negative. The majority 
are sad to see the school 
year end so abruptly, 
leaving behind on-cam- 
pus friends and seeing 
big events be cancelled.

Local students discuss impact of school closures going forward

“My senior year of track 
is in danger of getting 
cancelled due to the coro- 
navirus.” 

Events for Tewksbury 
that have been cancelled 
are the SATs hosted at the 
high school, out of state/ 
international field trips, 
indoor town wide recre- 
ation events, and there 
are even talks/rumors of 
rescheduling junior prom. 

Meanwhile, the start of 
spring sports have been 
postponed; however, there 
has been no word of can- 
cellations or rescheduling 
of senior week, senior 
prom, April vacation, or 
senior project (where eli- 
gible seniors are able to 
take the fourth term off of 
school and pursue extern- 
ships and research). 

When it came to the 
school environment and 
atmosphere, the students 
had a lot to say. 

“Discussions about coro- 
navirus have been ram- 
pant throughout Wilming- 
ton High School. After 
looking at the statistics 
and seeing how small the 
risk of death is for our age 
group, people seemed to 
calm down a little bit. The 
day off on Thursday, March 
12 came as a complete 
shock. The morning of 
March 12 was interesting 
for all of us. None of us 
have ever had a day off 
for anything like this, so 
nobody really knew what 
to do. Could we leave? 
Should we stay put and 
just watch the news? Can 
we go out for breakfast? It 
was a little strange,” re- 
ported Cheney. 

“The (TMHS) student 
body is on edge. There is 
certainly more anxiety 
among them.” 

Ever since the outbreak 
hit Italy, the coronavirus 
has been a big topic at 
TMHS, as some students 
and faculty had just re- 
turned from Italy, and had 
to undergo two days of self 


quarantine from school 
two weeks later. 

The two students were 
asked to give their input 
on the situation as a 
whole. Cheney elaborated 
on her position as a senior: 

“The school closures are 
particularly worrisome for 
the high school seniors. 
We all want to graduate on 
time. 

“All seniors in Wilming- 
ton have either an intern- 
ship or a project planned 
to take up the month of 
May instead of attending 
regular classes, and we do 
not yet know how these 
plans will be affected from 
having two weeks off. 

“Another huge concern 
that I have, personally, is 
AP tests. If all school can- 
cellations go as planned, 
students will miss eight 
hours and 24 minutes of 
class time for each class 
by the time we go back to 
school. This is a lot to self 
study, especially because 
we do not know if the 
College Board will push 
back the AP tests or keep 
them at a fixed date.” 

The TMHS student shared 
concerns for her family; 

“J believe coronavirus is 
certainly an issue but it is 
not as bad as everyone is 
making it sound. My big- 
gest concern is my great 
grandmother as she is 95 
and in a nursing home” 

Both schools have used 
alternative methods to 
combat COVID-19. Wil- 
mington has, Cheney no- 
ted, “besides school can- 
cellations, the school has 
closed down several of our 
large events. The adminis- 
tration has been careful in 
following the guidelines 
suggested by the Governor 
of Massachusetts and the 
Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. In addition, the ad- 
ministration has consis- 
tently emailed students 
and parents with updates.” 

Tewksbury has “imple- 
mented more hand sani- 
tizers, deep cleaning, and 
the nurse is checking tem- 


y 


peratures for those who 
traveled (to Italy).” 

When asked for predic- 
tions about what schools 
could do to combat the vi- 
rus, both students had de- 
cent ideas on how to keep 
schools safe. 

Cheney proposed: “If I 
had a say in how Wilming- 
ton Schools combat the 
virus after the cancella- 
tions, I would work on in- 
tegrating students back 
into school safely. There 
should be an emphasis on 
keeping things as germ- 
free as possible going for- 
ward. No more water 
fountains. In addition, I 
think many students will 
come back from this time 
off a little distressed from 
the change in schedules, 
and I would want that to 
be addressed.” 

The Tewksbury student 
said, “I think schools 
should go online so stu- 
dents don’t miss work.” 

The students were asked 
what they would do if they 
had the power to deter- 
mine. steps taken to com- 
bat the virus. 

The TMHS student stat- 
ed, “I would shut down ab- 
solutely everything and 
bleach it all.” 

Cheney argued an oppo- 
site viewpoint: 

“T am not sure I agree 
with the state suggestion 
of closing down schools. 
The way I see it, schools 
are very contained and it 
is possible to limit interac- 
tion between groups and 
classes. While I am on the 
fence about school cancel- 
lations, I am definitely not 
happy with the assump- 
tion many people are ma- 
king, saying that kids are 
gross and never wash 
their hands so we should 
keep them apart. This is a 
damaging mentality. 
Schools are meant to 
teach children, so teach- 
ing them to clean their 
desks or properly wash 
their hands to:stay safe 
should not be considered 
so impossible.”

Finally, a large part of 
influencing conversation 
in school environments 
comes from social media, 
such as Facebook, Twit- 
ter, and Instagram. 

When asked about how 
the internet has impacted 
their communities, the 
TMHS student said, “social 
media is absolutely insane. 
There are rumors spread- 
ing everywhere and I don’t 
know what to believe and 
what not to believe. Face- 
book pages (groups) are 
causing people more anxi- 
ety than needed.” 

Cheney reflected on the 
fast rate that the tone 
towards this has shifted. 

“It’s erazy how one day

WOBURN — With each 
passing day, after the 
Woburn High girls’ hock- 
ey team clinched a spot 
in the MIAA Div. 1 state 
final, it became increas- 
ingly apparent the game 
with Austin Prep was 
unlikely to happen, due 
to the precautions being 
made in response to the 
worldwide coronavirus 
(COVID-19) outbreak. So 
when the MIAA Board of 
Directors’ decision not to 
play was announced, 
Thursday afternoon, and 
that both Woburn and 
Austin Prep would be 
declared co-champions, 
the Tanners were disap- 
pointed, but not shocked. 

“T think the MIAA made 
the right decision; I don’t 
think the games should 
have been played on 
Sunday,” said Woburn 
coach Steve Kennedy, 
who would have been a 
head coach in the finals 
for the first time with the 
Tanners. “How things get 
handled from there can 
certainly be debated. Co- 
champs or no champs, 
either way, I think people 
can have their opinion on 
that.” 

Woburn had been on a 
mission for more than 
three months, diligently 
working most every day 
for the opportunity it had 
going into this past week- 
end, so the disappoint- 
ment was real for the 
players and coaches. 


“What’s difficult about 
the situation is you’ve 
got 15 players who are 
really competitive, who 
work really hard and 
who want to see their 
season extend as long 
and as far as possible,” 
said Kennedy. “When you 
win in the semifinals, the 
uncertainty around when 
your season could end 
goes away; you know how 
many practices you have 
left and you know when 
and where your final 
game will be. 

“It’s a real privilege 
and it’s really hard to get 
there,” he added. “In a 
very short time we 
switched into the mind- 
set and then back out as 
uncertainty arose. Add 
into the equation the 
opportunity to play in the 
Garden, to face a really 
formidable opponent, to 
try and win a state 
championship, and you 
have kids who are natu- 
rally disappointed.” 

The Tanners, the fourth 
seed in Div. 1, finish the 
season with a_ 19-2-2 
record, the Cougars fin- 
ished 21-1-2. 

The Cougars were led 
by five local players, 
including assistant cap- 
tains Eryn Taber of 
Tewksbury and Felicia 
Zuccola of Wilmington, 
who were both defense- 
men. Taber just recently

The other locals includ-

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goalie in the tournament 
in senior Amanda 
Essigmann, who had 
allowed just one goal in 
four tournament games, 
and was set to make her 
second start in the final 
(she was the backup in 
2017) after posting a 
shutout at the TD

The Tanners also had

COVID-19 is pushing us 
all to find ways to stay 
sane during the social dis- 
tancing and recommend- 
ed shut downs. Since we’ll 
be home for the next three 
weeks at least, I am com- 
mitting to get my family 
out for a walk every day 
as long as weather per- 
mits. 

And while we always en- 
joy finding new places, I 
am doubling down on my 
search. To that end, we 
just enjoyed walking in 
Concord, a quick 20 min- 
utes from the house, 
through rolling hills that 
pass grand homes, horse 
barns, pastures and colo- 
nial-era mansions, several 
displaying antique farm 
equipment on their front 
lawns. 

We explored Estabrook 
Woods, a short distance 
from the Carlisle line, and 
not far from the historical 
North Bridge. Setting out 
with hiking shoes and 
wearing long pants, a map 
and our day packs, we 


parked at the end of Es- 
tabrook Road in an area 
specifically designated for 
the trails. 

A pleasant walk on a 
right of way took us by 
horses in a pasture and 
picture-perfect stone walls. 
Estabrook Woods is part of 
the Town of Concord and 
was named after Thomas 
Estabrook who settled 
there in the 1680s. 

According to historical 
sources, Estabrook Woods 
is where colonial minute- 
men marshalled on Pun- 
katasset Hill prior to what 
would be the shot heard 
‘round the world at the 
North Bridge on April 19, 
1775. Thoreau also wrote 
160 journal entries about 
“Kasterbrooks Country” 
and poet Ellery Channing 
lived on this land; the two 
were friends and walking 
companions. John Thor- 
eau, Henry David’s father 
owned the saw mill whose 
remnants these trails pass 
by. 
One of the features we 
passed was an old lime 
quarry which was used in 
colonial times as a source 
for lime. Remnants of a
